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Looking into the chemical leak 


Officials from Olin Chemical Co. 
took the hot seat at an investigatory 
meeting of the Wilmington Board 
of Health Monday evening. Four 
company officials, including plant 
manager Ron McBrien met with the 
Board of Health for an 
investigation of the accidental 
release of hydrogen chloride vapor 
into the atmosphere. The irritating 
fumes resulted in the evacuation of 
a large number of people who live 
or work near the South Wilmington 
chemical plant. 

Officials and citizens speaking at 
the meeting called for strong action 
against Olin. Rep. Jim Miceli asked 
for the most stringent action which 
the law allows. 

Elaine Ingram read a demand that 
the town take legal action, saying 
that anything less would be a mock- 
ery of justice, She also demanded 
that in the event of any future prob- 
lems, that the offending plant be 
shut down. 

She also called on the town to hire 
@ person to monitor and visit the 
chemical companies. 

McBrien gave a brief overview of 
the problem which caused the 
chemical leak, He said that a circuit 
breaker tripped, causing a pump to 
shut down, Without this pump, 
fumes which were supposed to go 
through a scrubber escaped into the 
a He said that it was still 
unclear why the breaker had 
tripped, but that a thorough 
electrical and process review was 
being conducted to determine the

Board of Health, pressed for more 
detailed information, finally asking 
that company officials provide a 
schemac of the system. 

The board also told to Olin to 
provide a plan of the start-up 
before it occurs. The process which 
leaked the fumes has been shut 
down since the accident. 

The investigation brought out that 
a one-hour delay occurred, while 
an electrician was summoned. He 
quickly discovered the problem and 
turned on the circuit breaker. 

Officials were upset with how 
Jong this took, and that it took an 
electrician to find a wipped 
breaker, although McBrien said the 
system had several breakers and 
fuses. 

“What bothered me was that it 
happened;",” said Tutela. “If this is 
the norm for this type of system, 
there is a problem in the industry. 
How many more of these are there 
at Olin, or in Wilmington?” 

Dr. Steven Barbee, a toxicologist 
working for Olin, said that 
hydrogen chloride would have no 
long-term effects on health. People 
smelling the fumes would leave the

area immediately. 

Dr. James Ficociello, chairman of 
the Board of Health, challenged that 
statement, saying that it could harm 
people with breathing problems, 
such as asthma. He also said that the 
fact that most people would leave 
did not mean the fumes weren't 
harmful. 

Tutela was highly critical of Olin 
for failure to attend meetings 
earlier in the year, to which 
company representatives had been 
summoned. 

McBrien said that in one instance, 
the plant was shutting down for 
vacation. In the other, the 

consultant who could provide 
swers was Out of state. Besides, 
he said, they had talked with the 


new health director Greg Erickson. 

Tutela said that Erickson was 
only an agent of the board, not the 
board. He said that neither the 
consultant nor the vacation were 
good reason for not attending. 

Selectman James Stewart said the 
selectmen were ready to hire a con- 
sultant . “We"ve danced around this 
issue,” he said. "Lets get someone 
on board to tell us how to do this. 

Tutela and Dr. Ficociello both 
said that what the board needed was 
legal help. 

"We have no small problem down 
there,” said Vera Scolastico. She 
said that a Congressional report 
cited Olin in a list of companies 
leaking dangerous chemicals 


Selectmen approve 
legal help on 
chemical problems

In the wake of an informational 
meeting on last week's Olin Corp 
chemical leak held by the Board of 
Health that same night, Wilmington 
selectmen met with health officials 
and Air Pollution Task Force 
members Monday night to render 
assistance in putting teeth in present 
enforcement procedures. 

The rules and régulations 
concerning chemical leaks are on 
the books, Board of Health 
Chairman Dr. James Ficociello told 
selectmen. What board members 
are mainly seeking now, he said, is 
special legal counsel to take the 
delinquent companies to court and 
make the charges stick 

“We're going to have to step 
forward a litte bit and step on some 
people who have been stepping on 
us,” added health official Domenic 
Tutela, who claimed local 
companies have not been 
responsive to the board in the past. 

The two companies causing the 
most concern at this time, said 
Ficociello, are’Polyvinyl Chemical 
Industries and Olin Corp. His board 
has already built an extensive case 
against Polyvinyl, he added, and 
hopes to build an equal case against 


Olin for recent leaks at their places 
of business. 

Selectman Jim Stewart suggested 
the town take a two-pronged 
approach: prevent the problem 
from developing in the first place 
and penalize companies to the 
fullest extent of the law for any 
leakage that does occur. 

Tutela sought to make the 
companies themselves most respon- 
sible. He said that any system with 


the potential for releasing toxic 


gases into the 
have a back-up system. Presently, 
this isn't the case. 

Rocco DePasquale added that 
after last week's leak and subse- 
quent publicity, the board should 
seek help from various state 
agencies as “a lot of people sat up 
and took notice on this.” Dan 
Ballou said Congressman Ed Mar 
key has already contacted him 
about any help he can offer the 
town, 

In the end, selectmen unanimous 
ly directed the town manager to 
seek legal counsel to work with the 
Board of Health on the matter and 
to release any monies needed from 
the town's emergency fund, if 
deemed necessary

Caution urged on 
land taking

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night pondered 
the legalities and risks involved in 
taking 53 acres of land slated for a 
subdivision off Burlington Avenue 
by eminent domain. Alan Michel, 
who submitted the eminent domain 
article (Article Nine) for consid- 
eration at next Monday's special 
town meeting, did some pondering 
of his own. 

After talks with Selectman Rocco 
DePasquale over the weekend and 
listening to the board's side of the 
issue, Michel said he might agree to 
postpone the article to a set time 
and place sueh as the annual town 
meeting, depending on the outcome 
of the Planning Board decision on 
the submitted plan tonight. 

+ Michel told selectmen he and the 

neighborhood group he represents 
would be willing to give developer 
James DeCarolis time to:come up 
with “a feasible, realistic plan” 
before taking action through 
Article Nine. DeCarolis’ present 
plan calls for a 56 lot subdivision 
on land that Michel claims is 
largely wet with little or no 
frontage on Burlington Avenue. A 
lot depends,he added, on whether 
the Planning Board accepts or 
rejects the proposed plan 


Jim Stewart expressed two 
concerns he had. He felt that once 
the developer realizes the town 
might take the land, he may not 
follow thraugh on the necessary 
steps and take his plan to the 
conservation commission. Why 
follow the proper course of action, 
Stewart asked, if, in doing so, his 
property value will diminish 
(because of wetlands, which may 
reduce the number of buildable 
lots). 

‘Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said that once a decision is made at 
town meeting, the town assumes all 
the risk that goes along with that 
decision. 

Stewart was also concerned about 
the $1.9 million price tag put on the 
land by the town assessor at last 
week's~public “hearing. He wid 
Michel that the board will have to 
amend the article to make the land 
taking contingent on a Prop 2 1/2 
override or else it couldn't support 
the article. 

Stapezynski advised Michel to ask 
Moderator Michael Caira to take 
Article Eight (rezoning the same 53 
acres to 1 1/2 acre lots) and Article 
Nine together at the meeting. This 
will allow him to present all his 
concerns at one time, he added.

If the President's tax proposal 
goes through, a popular retirement 
plan will be severely limited. The 
401(k) which enabled workers to 
invest in a company retirement plan 
with pretax dollars (often enhanced 
with company contributions) will 
be far less attractive. 

For instance, the maximum 
annual contribution now is 25 
percent of compensation, but no 
more that $30,000; the tax proposal 
would limit the ceiling to $8,000. A 
worker can now contribute the 
maximum to a 401(k) plan and a 
full $2,000 to an Individual 
Retirement Account, but maybe not 
next year; the Administration 
Proposes to cut the company plan 
contribution by whatever goes into 
the LR.A. 

Other changes: the 10-year 
forward averaging would end, and 
it would be more difficult to get 
money out of a 401(k) without 
penalty. 

The wisest course, say most tax 
experts, is to put as much as you can 
into your 401(k) this year. Or, 
you're planning a withdrawl, get 
out as much as you can.

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Dembrowski voted 


assistant superintendent 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Henry Dembowski, a principal in 
the Marblehead School System, was 
given the nod as Wilmington's new 
assistant superintendent through a 
four-to-one vote of the school 
committee last Wednesday night. 
Dembowski, who was voted a 
$44,000 salary, is expected to 
assume his duties at the end of 
December. 

Committeeman Phil Fenton 
provided the only dissenting vote. 
His vote was primarily a protest 
against filling the position at all, as 
Fenton feels having an assistant 
superintendent for a system of 
3,000 students is a “luxury” 
Wilmington can't afford. 

A heated discussion on Dembow- 
ski’s salary turned into an impas- 
sioned plea for quality education 
and a challenge to pay the price for 
top leaders and teaching staff. 

After Superintendent Robert 
Horan recommended a $44,000 
starting salary, a figure candidates 
were told was “the maximum they 
could expect,” Fenton attempted to 
scale it down to $40,000. 

He was met with an outpouring of- 
protest. 

“Nowhere is it written that people 
in education should take a vow of 
poverty,” said an angry Bridget 
Zuk: She pointed out that 
education has to again become a 
priority in Wilmington, otherwise 
the town is not going to attract "top 
drawer educators.” 

At the very least, she added, they 
should give Dembowski the 
equivalent of his former position, 
which falls in the $44,000 range. 

“We should be excited about 
bringing good people to a damned 
good school system," said an

Flags unfurl in the breeze. 
Flashes of blue step smartly past the 
stands. Gleams of gold on trumpet, 
trombone, sax attests to some 
tender-care as the staccato beat of 
the percussion section signals the 
arrival of Wilmington High's 
proud marching unit - 64 strong - 
and another half time show. 

Each time the WHS footbal! team 
is out there making a touchdown 
and keeping fans on the edge of 
their seats, the marching band is 
right there, too, bolstering school 
spirit and stirring school pride. 

Each time the players put in 
gruelling hours of practice in all 
kinds of weather, band members, 
too, go through their own 
exhausting sessions before each 
game, struggling to keep pace and 
keep frozen fingers on metal 
moving in time to the music. 

"Getting up at the crack of dawn 
and marching in the cold....it's 
miserable,” says band director 
Barbara Mette, who has put in 
roughly 15 years in Wilmington 
doing just that. So, you think with 
not a little curiousity, why do it at 
all? 

‘These and other questions crop up 
at a recent interview with Miss 
Mette and public relations director 
Michael LaCava, in the director's 
cramped quarters off the band 
room. We talk amid a clutter of 
instrument cases, uniforms, and 
paperwork, allowing time out for a 
quick lunch of toasted bagels and a 
steady stream of visitors and phone 
calls, 

"The band keeps me young and 
makes me very old," Miss Mette 
acknowledges with a laugh. She 
looks back to her own school days 
in Michigan when she played 
trumpet and french horn in various 
school bands. Her love of music has 
not diminshed over the years; 
indeed, it is probably the main 
reason why she has chosen to work 
ina field where she can pass on her 
own enjoyment to her students. 


The WHS marching band and the 
concert band are one and the same, 
separate from school jazz band 
which is, Miss Mette explains, "the 
cream of the crop." ; 

Members of the marching band 
practice three days a week during 
school hours and four long hours 
Saturday mornings before each 

; football game. They perform a 
carefully developed routine at all 
games, as well as support their team 
from the sidelines and march in the 
Veterans Day and Memorial Day 
parades. ; 

Members also attended a five day 
band camp at Lake Winnepesauke 
each August. It is here the

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musicians learn to read charts and 
follow commands, hone up on rusty 
marching skills, and begin putting 
steps and music together to 
formulate a new show. A show, by 
the way, which has to be adequately 
polished in one and a half weeks 
before the first fall game. 

Though the band essentially 
performs the same show at each 
game, Miss Mette strives to add 
something new each week. It may 
be an additional drill, featuring 
drums daing "The Yellow Rose of 
Texas.” It may be extra formations 
to drum rolls, something which 
"works out great,” adds Michael. 
Or it may be a special routine to 
“Neutron Dance,” featuring the 16 
girls in the flag squad. And though 
the band’s repertoire includes 
upbeat songs such as "She Works 
Hard for the Money,” no show 
would be complete, says Miss 
Mette, without such crowd-pleasers 
as “"Barbara Ann,” “Joshua,” and 
Hot Stuff.” 

By the Thanksgiving football 
classic, the band is “at it's peak.” 
For this, their last game, any 
seniors in the band get to wear the 
traditional gold ribbons on their 
Aussie-style hats. And, adds Miss 
Mette with a decided twinkle in her 
eye, "we have a lot to be thankful 
for as then the season is over.” 

The marching band doesn't enter 
special competition against other 
bands in its league. There are a 
number of reaons for this, explaisn 
Miss Mette. 

"Competition is fine as Jong as 
you keep it in perspective,” she 
says. Her priorities for her talented 
“family” go beyond the competing 
and the glory which comes from 
being on top. Most important, to 
here, are the sense of 
accomplishment and the cama- 
raderie and enjoyment members 
feel from being together and doing 
their best. Miss Mette judges 
success, not by awards, but by the 
way her musicians feel about 
themselves. Also, she adds, many 
members work or participate in 
sports and have little free time to 
spare for competition 

Even though they don't compete, 
members have received a certain 
amount of recognition. For 
instance, the band received a Red 
Cross certificate for raising the 
most money in the state, through a 
two day band marathon, for victims 
of the ‘78 blizzard. They glso raised 
funds another time by playing on 
the Dave Maynard Show at Quincy 
Market. 

A band parents group, in 
existence for two years, lends 
support to the band and undertakes 
fundraising activities. So far, the 
group of approximately 30 parents 
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Marching with the Wildcat Band 


has raised enough money to buy a 
new flag unit, a drum set, two 
guitar amplifiers, and new 
tri-toms. This year they are 
shooting for $10,000 so they can 
send the musicians on a special trip. 

Day to day, band members are 
expected to maintain certain 
standards, explains Miss Mette. All 
levels of playing ability are 
represented and all she asks of each 
student is that he or she improve. 

Most of the talented students gain 
their experience through "a feeder 
system” which begins in the 
elementary schools. 


We've been very lucky that the 
town has maintained ours despite 
Prop 2 1/2, which threatened to cut 
out some of the band programs,” 
says Miss Mette. She goes on to 
explain. how she is kept busy giving 
beginning lessons to elementary 
children at the Shawsheen school, 
how she works with the junior high 
bands in the intermediate schools 
and gives group lessons in various 
instruments. Sometimes, her 
efforts and those of other music 
teachers don’t bear fruit, as a lot of 
students tend to drop their interest 
in band in the seventh and eighth 
grades. 

But, Miss Mette explains, even 
with disappointments and the extra 
effort required at times, the job is 
still worthwile and has its rewards, 
at last count, 64 of them. 

You have only to hear Michael 
say "I feel like I'm accomplishing 
something through band” to realize 
that this, in the end, is what it's all 
about,

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Budget cut recommendations tabled 
by Tewksbury school committee

The Tewksbury School 


on how the school department 
budget will be cut until they found 
out exactly how much their budget 
was cut at Monday's Special Town 
Meeting. 

School Superintendent John 
Wynn, whom the committee 
welcomed back from medical 
leave, recommended the no-action 
vote saying that once the committee 
‘votes on the cuts, the town can say, 
“you voted for these cuts, we'll take 
them from you.” 

The committee meeting was held 
in the cafeteria of the newly 
dedicated Trahan School which 
accommodated a standing room 
only crowd of frustrated teachers, 
parents and town employees who 
were looking to the committee for 
specific recommendations as to 
where budget cuts could be made. 

An equally frustrated School 
Committee responded to the crowd 
saying that although they had 
discussed many options, they could 

present ic 
recommendations «that night 
because they did not have a 
bottom-line figure. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Dr. Carol Wareing said the 
committee had met on the subject 
and had individual suggestions to 
offer as to where cuts might be 
made, She called on her colleagues 
to present their views. 

Committeeman James Sullivan 
suggested tat rubbish collection be 
cut out of the town's budget, saying 
that is the only item that “would hit 
everyone in the town equally.” He 
added that he intended to fight for 
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as much of the school budget as 
possible. 

Committeeman Thomas Cooke 
called for cuts to be made with as 
“lite impact on the students as 
possible.” He suggested cuts in 
School transportation costs and in 
the department's operational plants. 
Chairperson Wareing, pointing 
out the severity of the problem, 
gave a worse case scenario as to 
what could happen if the school 
committee were asked to cut $1.1 
million from its budget. She said 
that the $1.1 million figure could 
be reached by removing all raises 
from the budget, closing a school, 
laying off the teachers from the 
closed school, and ending private 
school transportation. 

Wareing added that the school has 
been ruining on a budget of $12.3 
million since July. She said as of 
November 1, 1985, $9.5 million 
was left in the budget, $7.5 million 
of which goes to salaries. That 
leaves $2 million left to cover 
buildings, materials, supplies, fuel 
and transportation costs, she 
continued, adding that if the town 
does not want to cut salaries then 
the $2 million, much of which has 
already been spent, is all that is left 
to work with. 

Committeeman Louis Carciofi 
said that if the budget cut were 
large he could not see how any 
program could be exempted from 
budget cuts, and hoped that no 
program would need to be 
completely eliminated. He added 
that the more money a budget item 
is allotted, the deeper the cut will 
probably be. 

‘Committeewoman Mary Hallisey 
addressed the parents asking that 
“everyone work together” to assure 
that the cuts are not made. 

About a half hour into the 
meeting, Finance Committee 
Chairman Jay Kelley presented the 
fincom's recommended town 
budget cut of $1.25 million, of 
which they recommended $963,539 
come from the school department's 
budget. (Eventually, the schools 
only suffered a $616,353 cut under 
a budget cutting plan devised by 
former committeeman Albert 
Kinnon, ed.) 
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Committeeman = Carciofi 
commented that the town has been 
“lulled into a false sense of 
Security,” for the past three years 
because no matter how many times 
it voted for budgets higher than the 
fincom recommended, the town has 
been able to find the money. He said 
this year, however, not only is 
there no money available, there isa 
deficit. 

One citizen, feeling frustrated by 
the lack of answers provided by the 
committee asked if it was “useless” 
for the people to be at the meeting 
in the first place. Carciofi assured 
him that the citizens needed to be 
there to provide community input. 

The committee went on to deal 
with other agenda items (see 
separate article) after the public 
input session, which lasted almost a 
hour and a-half. 

Toward the end of the evening, 
when the crowd had dwindled 
down to almost one-fourth its 
original size, the discussion 
regarding budget cuts resus 

Parent Advisory Council (PAC) 
spokesperson Pat Takach read. a 
statement she said was on behalf of 
the 4,000 children in the 
Tewksbury Public School System. 
She asked that all unnecessary 
expenses to basic education be cut 
or eliminated before staff members 
were laid-off, and that the first 
budget cut be made to private 
school bus transportation, which 
costs the town about $250,000 a 
year. 

Superintendent Wynn told the 
committee that he and Assistant 
Superintendent for Business John 
Ryan had been looking at where 
budget cuts could be made but had 
come to no final conclusions. 

Wynn said that one possibility 
was to consolidate classes at the 
elementary and secondary school 
level, bringing class sizes to about 
30. 

He added that cuts in public and 
private school transportation, 
special programs such as the gi 
and talented program, and athletics 
were also being considered. 

He said that his last 
recommendation would be to 
reduce instructional staff, but that 
he.would look at where cuts could 
be made in case he was forced to 
make them, 

Resident Warren Carey said that 
he disappointed that 
Superintendent Wynn's comments 
were made so late in the evening 
since they would have 
demonstrated to the citizens that 
lalthough a specific plan was not 
presented, there was still a lot of 
preparation that went on before the 
meeting. 

Chairperson Wareing presented 
her recommendations regarding 
school budget cuts. She 
recommended that t 

imburseable transportation, 
ch is private school busing and 
the busing of children who live 
within a1 1/2 mile area of the # 
school they attend, be paid for by 
parents if they choose to continue to 
bus their child. 

In addition she recommended 
charging a fee for all 
non-instructional activities, such as 
sports. She said this, along with 
withholding teachers’ salary g 
increases (not the pay increments) g, 
would roughly work out to $I g 
million if all fees were paid as 
indicated. 

The meeting ended on a 
somewhat positive note when one 
woman told the committee that 
despite the town's problems, she 
thought her children received a 
good education and felt sorry for 
everyone - the children, the 
teachers, and the parents - who 
might be hurt most by the cuts.

The Tewksbury School 
Committee voted 5-0 Wednesday to 
advance teachers who are not at the 
maximum salary one step on the 
1984-85 salary schedule effective 
September 1, 1985. The move is in 
accordance with the recently 
negotiated one year teacher's 
contract. 

School Superintendent John 
Wynn said the increment payments, 
which are part of an alternative 
plan in light of the November 16 
bond exemption rejection by the 
town, would cost about $56,000. 

The committee also voted to 
authorize payment of expenses 
incurred during the three-day 
teachers’ ‘strike, which totaled 
$25,015. Assistant Superintendent 
for Business John Ryan told the 
committee that money for the 
various expenses incurred had to be 
taken from the particular school 
department categories from which 
they came so that they could be 
reimbursed. 

jion rating system for 
istrators was also 
adopted 5-0 by the committee after 
Dr. Wareing recommended a 
five-point scale, versus the 
three-point scale originally 
presented. The five categories of 
the rating system are: "O" for 
outstanding; "C" for competent; 
"S” for satisfactory’ “N" for needs 
improvement’ and “U" for 
unsatisfactory. 

Superintendent Wynn told the 
committee that comments in all 
categories should be called for, 
including the “outstanding” 
category. 

The Committee also voted to 
reject the VIS-KIDS video 
program, which is a program 
where children are put on 
videotape for purposes of 
identification, and to look into the 
Floetwood video program of 


Revere. Committeman Jim Sullivan 
said the Fleetwood program has 
been approved by the Massachusetts 
State School Committee's Board of 
Directors, would cost $3.50 per 
child, and provide parents with 
individual tapes. He added that 
there was "too much slippage,” in 
the VIS-KIDS program.

For many smokers who want

Beginning on December 3, the 
American Cancer Society's 
Minuteman Unit will sponsor a 
four-session FreshStart 
workshop, to be held from 7 to 
8:30 p.m, at Symmes Hospital in 
Arlington, Mr. Murphy said 

“Psychological and physical 
factors often make it difficult 
for someone to break a nicotine 
addiction,"” said Robert Mur- 
phy, FreshStart facilitator of 
the American Cancer Society's 
Minuteman Unit. ‘FreshStart, 
the Cancer Society's smoking 
cessation program, helps people 
resist the temptation to return to 
cigarettes later on. It gives 
them a strategy for remaining 
smokefree in the long term.” 

“Most people are aware of the 
danger of cigarette smoking, 
and studies have shown that 85 
percent of smokers want to 
quit,” said Mr. Murphy. He ad- 
ded that smoking causes more 
than 320,000 deaths each year, 
and costs the nation more than 
$27 billion in medical care 

FreshStart, a agers self- 
help program for individuals 
who want to kick the smoking 
habit, addresses the behavior, 
thoughts and feelings of each 
participant, according to Mr. 


Murphy. “The program in- 
cludes practical tips on how to 
fight the craving for a cigarette, 
and how to plan a wholesome 
diet to maintain a healthy body 
weight,” he said. “Smoking is a 
habit. The FreshStart program 
helps participants change that 
habit and establish healthy 


+ habits in its place.”

Diabetes reg 


New England physicians will 
soon be asked to help develop 
the first Nationa] Diabetes Reg- 
istry, in an effort to understand 
the of the disease and 
improve patient care. 

In mid-November Tufts Uni- 
versity School of Medicine 
researchers and educators will 
invite office-based primary. 
care physicians in the six-state 
region to enroll several of their 
diabetic patients in a regional 
registry 
Physicians will be asked to 
complete a confidential ques 
tionnaire on four of their pa 
tients, This information on pa. 
tient care will be placed in a 
computerized data base for 
study by the Tufts research 
staff. Confidentiality of infor 
mation relating to individual 


patients and physicians will be 
guaranteed by the project staff 
in the school's Department of 
Community Health and Office of 
Continuing Education. 

If this program for New 
England works as planned, a 
nationwide diabetes registry 
will follow 

Tufts physicians believe a na 
tional diabetes registry will fill 
important gaps in diabetes 
research. Questions for which 
answers will be sought include 

What is the prevalence of 
complications involving the eye, 
the kidney or the nervous 


system? 
Do different treatment 
methods appear to alter the 


of disease over the 
lifetime of a diabetic? 

What is the association of risk 
factors (such as obesity, smok: 
ing, high blood pressure, and a 
lack of exercise) with blood 
vessel problems in diabetics? 

‘There are other registries for 
diabetes in this country, but, 
according to available reports, 
most are small and concentrate 
only on Type I diabetes

Tufts researchers believe that 
a thorough understanding of 
Type Il diabetes (Type II 
diabetes generally has its onset 
in adulthood and can frequently 
be controlled by diet and exer- 
cise and may occasionally re- 
quire insulin) is lacking because 
there are no extensiye registries 
collecting information on the 
progress of the disease over the 
course of years, and from medi 
cal practices of office-based 
clinicians treating diabetics. 

If the pilot program succeeds 
and a national registry follows, 
benefits would accrue to pa 
tients, their families, and in. 
directly, to the nation as a 
whole, says Tufts physicians 

‘According to the Centers for 
sease Control, there are about 
million diabetics in the Unit 
ed States. Of these, 400,000 are 
Type I, and 5.1 million are Type 
Il. The disease has an annual 
incidence of 605,000 new cases. 
It is associated with 133,000 
deaths a year, being listed as the 
primary cause of 34,000 deaths 
and as a contributing cause of 
99,000. Experts think that these 
estimates are probably low, due 
to poor reporting. 

In 1980, the total direct costs 
for medical care for patients in 
the U.S. with diabetes was 
estimated to be $7.9 billion per 
year. This includes payments 
for hospitalization, office visits, 
nursing home care, insulin and 
other prescription items.

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Most foods safe for majority of f people 


Adverse reactions to foods 
trace to nearly every con- 
sumable in the American diet, 
but fortunately they are rare, 
according to a newly released 
Scientific Status Summary 
prepared by the Expert Panel 
on Food Safety and Nutrition of 
the Institute of Food 
Technologists. 

Public attention frequently 
focuses on specific ingredients 
because of their potentially 
severe reactions in small 
number of people, but many 
commonly consumed fodtis can 
afflict large numbers of con- 
sumers. 


“Still, adverse reactions to 
foods and food ingredients are 
far more the exception than the 
rule,” said Dr. F.M. Clydesdale, 
of the department of food 
science and nutrition at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
IFT’s Regional Communicator 
for Massachusetts.

= of Sensitivities, many of 
the reported inci are anec- 
dotal or self-diagnosed, and the 
body’s allergic response to foods 
is poorly understood by medical 
science," the IFT Expert Panel 
explained. 
Yet susceptible persons can 
react to the most commonly 
consumed of foods, the IFT Ex- 
pert Panel noted. These include 
milk, eggs, nuts, crustaceous 
seafood (eg., shrimp, lobster, 
crab), shellfish (e.g., oysters, 
clams, scallops), legumes 
(e.g.,peanuts, soybeans), wheat 
and fish. 

Although most persons refer 
to reactions as “allergic, ' 
physicians distinguish between 
true allergies — which affect the 
body’s immune system — and 
non-allergic reactions, far more 
common than true allergies. 

For example, lactose intoler- 
ance — an inability to digest the 
sugar in milk — is among the 
most common of food sen- 
sitivities, but is not a true 


allergy. It can occur in up to 90 
percent of some ethnic groups, 
such as Greeks, Arabs, Jews, 
Blacks, Japanese, Chinese, 
Formosans, and Filipinos, the 
IFT Expert Panel pointed out. 

Another fairly common reac- 
tion is to the gluten, a protein, in 
wheat, rye, barley and some- 
what oats. This can afflict an 
estimated one person in 3,000. 

“An adverse reaction of one in 
3,000 cannot be classified as fre- 
quent, even though among such 
reactions it is common,” it was 
pointed out. 

Reactions of persons to 
sulfites occur with about the 
same low frequency, the IFT 
Expert Panel noted, in spite of 
recent publicity. Sulfite-induced 
reactions are estimated to affect 
some 5 to 10 percent of all severe 
asthmatics, or about 90,000 per-

Simmons notes. Approximately 
13 million school children par- 
ticipate in these programs once 
a week. 

Ideally, a child should be 
treated with both fluoride and 
Sealants, stresses Simmons. 
Fluoride protects the entire 
tooth, including the smooth sur- 
faces, while sealants concen- 
trate on the biting surfaces of 
the molars, which are the 
hardest areas to clean with the 
toothbrush and hence the most 
cavity-prone area of the mouth. 

Children should have sealants 
applied at six, when the six- 
year-molars first appear, Sim- 
mons advises. In clinical 
studies, sealants have been 
found to arrest the development 
of cavities by depriving them of 
decay-causing bacteria. 
Sealants last three to five years 
and are nearly 100 percent ef- 
fective in preventing cavities. 
While sealants now only protect 
the molar's biting surface, 
researchers are hoping to de- 
velop a sealant that will cover 
the entire tooth. 

Sealants are only beginning to 
be used across the country. In 
fact, sealants are so new on the 
cavity prevention scene that ina 
recent survey of 200 mothers 
conducted for the AAPD, only 46 
percent had ever even heard of 
sealants; only 12 percent had 
children who had sealants. 

Filling without drilling uses 
sealants on a tooth in the earli- 
est stages of decay and offers an 
entirely new treatment option, 
Simmons explains. The 
pediatric dentist cleans out the

“Filling without drilling 
avoids any pain associated with 
the drill, a benefit children ap- 
preciate,”” Simmons says. “But 
most importantly, using 
sealants in cases of borderline 
decay process at an early stage 
without eliminating valuable 
tooth structure.'’ Today 
research is being done on 
another alternative to drilling 
which uses chemicals that can 


dissolve tooth decay 

“We've made tremenous 
strides in cavity prevention in 
the last few years and we're 
working to reduce cavities even 
further. We have the tools at 
hand today to have a cavity-free 
generation,’ Simmons con- 
cludes. ‘‘But even with the cur- 
rent technologies, parents still 
play an important role in mak- 
ing sure their children practice 
good dental care at home. 
Remember a clean tooth will not 
decay.”

Christmas tree safety 


While hardwood trees lose all 
of their foliage or ote =“ 
fall, evergreen trees lose only 
part of their foliage or needles 
each fall. Needles shed natural- 
ly after two to five years of 
growth, depending on the 
species. Those brown dry nee- 

les you see on the floor come 
from inside the evergreen. They 
fall out after the first frosts in 
October and on the 
winter. This cycle is their nor- 
mal life roufine and accounts for 
the carpet of needles on the floor 
of the evergreen forest. 

Before setting up your 

Tree, keep it in a cool 
preferably san- 
ding in water out of the sun and 
‘wind, or laying down in the 
shade and covered with plastic 
or burlap. 

When setting up your tree in- 
doors, make a fresh saw cut 
about’ two inches above the old 
cut and immediately place it in 
the stand and water. Large trees 
can use one to two quarts of 
water a day. If a good stand is 
not available, nail a rough 
centering board on the tree 
base, place it into a pail or tub 
and fil it with sand or rocks and 
water, Support the tree ade- 
quately so it will not tople over. 
Locate your Christ Tree 
away from heat, radiators, 
fireplaces, etc., preferably in 


the coolest area of the room. DO 
NOT LET THE WATER CON- 
TAINER RUN DRY. If your 
tree is electrically lighted, be 
sure cords are not too old, 
frayed or badly worn. Use the 
bull that do not build up 
heat.

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Seniors urged to seek extra income 


Secretary of Elder Affairs 
Richard H. Rowland is urging 
eligible seniors to apply for 
Supplemental Security Income 
(sSD. 

“Even though the Social Se- 
curity Adinistration runs the SSI 
program, SSI is not the same as 
Social Security. Seniors may be 
eligible for SSI even if they al- 
ready receive Social Security 
and even if they have never 
earned money from a job," said 
Rowland 

The-Secretary explained that 
SSI is a Federal income 
maintenance program pro- 
viding monthly payments to 
U.S. citizens who” are aged, 
blind, or disabled and who have 
little or no income and 
resources. Claimants who quali- 

under more than one category 
of eligibility can receive pay- 
ments under the category which 
the Social Security office feels 
will be most advantageous to the 
individual, 

“Eligibility depends on assets 
and monthly income,” added 
Rowland. ‘In Massachusetts, if 
you get any money from SSI, 
you are eligible for food stamps 
and Medicaid,” continued 
Rowland, “‘and if you get money 
from SSI, your regular Social 
Security check is unaffected.” 

“Eligibility depends on assets 
and monthly income,” a 
Secretary Rowland. The follow- 
ing assets are figured in 
calculating eligibility: the home 


you live in; usually your car or 
truck; money feserved for a 
funeral or life insurance totaling 
up to $1,500 per person; fur- 
niture and belongings valuing 
up to $2,000. 

You are usualy eligible for SSI 
if you are single and the total is 
no more than $r,600.00, or, if you 
are married and live together 
and the total is no more than 
$2,400.00. 

Monthly income includes at 
least part or all of the following: 
the amount of your Social Secu- 
rity check; any salary, pen- 
sions, or other money you get; 
housing, clothing, and food costs 
— if someone else pays them for 


you. 

You are eligible for SSI if in- 
come total is less than $325 a 
month, if you are single, or $488 
a month if you are married and 
live together. In turn, the max- 
imum SSI payment is $325 a 
month for an eligible person and 
$488 a month for an eligible cou- 

le. 

Pvindividuals living in rest 
homes, halfway houses, or other 
public institutions generally are 
not eligible for SSI payments. 
There are exceptions to this 
rule, however, for the following 
individuals: 

1) A person who lives in a 
pubicly operated community 
residence which serves no more 
than 16 people. 

2A who lives in a 
public or private health facility

Pollution prevention for 
wood burning stoves 


The American Lung Associa- 
tion of Middlesex County 
recommends practices for 
reducing air pollutants form 
woodburning stoves. 

But the proper size stove for 
the area to be heated; a stove 
that is too large will have to be 
overdampened and result in in- 
efficient combustion. 

Purchase efficiently designed 
equipment, recent research is 
developing better designed 
fireboxes, drafts, catalytic 
combustors, and other device 
modifications that improve 
combustion and reduce pollu- 
tion. 


Avoid burning green 
(unseasoned) wood, and for 
greater heat output per unit of 
wood use hard wood. 

Burn only the fuel your stove 
is designed to burn; never burn 
trash. 

Start a fire with paper and dry 
kindling followed by smail 
sticks. Never use gasoline or 
lighter fluid. 

Burn each new load of wood 
briskly for 10 to 20 minutes to 
drive off moisture and to reduce 


creosote in the stove pipe and 
chimney. 

Burn small hot fires, avoid 
smoldering a fire or overloading 
the stove; open the firebox door 
slowly to allow the fire to adjust 
to the increased air flow. 

Install a stack thermometer to 
monitor and operate the stove 
for a gas temperature range of 
about 300-400 degrees F “ 

Clean your stove pipe and 
chimney, remove excess ashes 

Weatherize your house, 
decreasing the amount of wood 
required to heat your house. 

Proper performance tech- 
niques will reduce the risk. of 
health hazards. Research con- 
ducted by Dr. Richard E. 
Honickey, documents the fact 
that indoor air pollutants from 
woodburning stoves can cause a 
higher incidence of respiratory 
symptoms in young children.
